Senator Ralston was a

Born on a farm in Tuscarawas 
county, Ohio, on December 1, 1817. 
Senator Ralston came ffom a hardy 

loneer stock. His t-grand- 
ather served in the Continental 
Army and was wounded at the 
battle of Brandywine. 

When he was eight yéars old. 
hie father moved to Indiana and 
enjoyed the average amount of 
prosperity of a farmer until the 
panic of 1873 when the farm was 
lost. Young Ralston became 
butcher boy, coal miner, sheep 
herder. farm laborer and school 
teacher before took up the 
study of law. 

There being too many lawyers 
in his own home place, he set out 
for less populated legal fields, set- 
tling finally at Lebanon, Ind. He 
early entered into political fights 
and gained a reputation as a force- 
ful, vigorous speaker. 

Mr. Ralston's ability to go out 
among the people and gain friends 
through his sincerity was recog- 
nized and in 1912 he was nom- 
inated for Governor. During his 
service in that office he wiped out 
the State debt and get behind the 
formation of the Public Utilities 
Commission, an inheritance tax 
law, a blue-sky law and a working- 
men’s compensation law. 

Hie first chance to prove his 
mettle came during tne street-car 
strike in Indianapolis in 1913. 
when he called out the State mili- 
tla to curb rioting. 
ers crowded around 
House. Gov. Ralston decided to state 
the situation to them and against 
the advice of his friends faced the 
mob from the State House stepe. 
Bo effectively did he speak that he 
soon had the atrikers cheering him. 
and the strike was settled a short 
time afterward. 

Mr. Ralston was a Presbyterian 
and «a Mason. He married twice, 
his first wife dying within a yeer 
after marriage. His second wite 
was Mise Jennie Craven of Center 
Valley, Ind. They had two sons 
and a daughter.

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MILLIKAN HITS 
§$CHOOL LAWS 


Best Scientists Kept Out of 
State, He Says 


Restrictions on Teachers 
Told Superintendents 


Delegates Taken on Trip 
About Pasadena 


By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 

PASADENA, Oct. 14.—Men 
trained in acientific research, the 
rising generation of scientists from 
the great universities of the coun- 
try, are being kept out of Califor- 
nia schools and instead are becom- 
ing instructors in science in high 
schools of practically every other 
State, because of the high schoo! 
teaching restrictions peculiar to 
California, declared Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, head of the California 
Institute of Technology, who to- 
night delivered an address on the 
subject, “Problems of Science 
Teaching in Secondary Schools,” 
to the county, city and district 
school superintendents of the State 
holding their annual convention 
here this week. 

“I believe that nine-tenths of the 
instructors at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology could not ob- 
tain positions teaching in Califor- 
‘Mia public schools today.” he as 
serted, citing the present ruling 
which requires approximately one 
year's work in various phases of 
school law and education before a 
graduate science student can be- 
come a high school instructor in 
California. 

Dr. Millikan, who was winner of 
the Nobel Prize in physics in 1923. 
quoted Pasteur, usually named as 
France's greatest citizen, as saying 
“in our century, science is the soul 
of the prosperity of nations and the 
living source of all progress. Un- 
doubtdly the tiring discussions of 
politica seem to our guide— 
empty appearances. What really 
leads us forward is a few scienti- 
fic discoveries and their applica- 
tions.” 

Even taking a modified version 
of this attitude, Dr. Millikan de- 
clared, there can be no more im- 
portant problem facing such a con- 
vention as this, than the training 

students in the scientific view- 

int and its application to every 
affair of life, especially in Cali- 
fornia, he said, “where cults and 
frauds and isms abound. 


ASKS ERATION 


In conclusion, Dr. Millikan 
pleaded for true co-operation be- 
tween the universities, where the 
scientific workers are trained, and 
the high schools, where they go to 
teach what they have learned. 

The 300 delegates the conven- 
tion spent the day visiting various 
educational institutions of the 
city. including public schools, the 
California Institute of Technology, 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory and 
the Carnegie Institute offices, and 
in touring other points of interest 
in Pasadena. The sightseeing was 
conducted by the Pacadena Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Dr. Millikan’'s address, which 
followed a dinner at the Hotel 
Vista Del Arroyo tonight, was the 
only address of the day.

Speaker Tells Masonic

Proper Way 


Advocating the champtonship 
by the United States of an In- 
ternational Court of Justice, 
Frank G. Tyrrell of the Fan Fas- 
qual Masonic Lodge of Pasadena. 
in an address before the Masonic

EXTORTION GUILT ADMITTED 


Former Dry Agent Enters Plea to Old Indictment 
Charging Bribe Attempt on Rabbi
